It is God that giveth thee 
power to get wealth.” Deut. 8:18. He 
said in part: 


“God gives to man great talents 
as instruments with which to work 
out his salvation, and the salvation 
of his fellowa, but not infrequently 
man prostitutes his endowments to) 
selfish and unholy ends; and what 
might have been the means of his 
exaltation becomes the cause of his 
humiliation and undoing. 

“Money is opportunity. Money is 
time as well as time money. It can- 
not only remove obstacies, but it can 
purchase privilege and open muliti- 
plying doors. Money alone sets all 
the world in motion. Money makes 
the world go. It can be the world's 
supreme blessing, or its most colossal 
woe. Money may bring culture, pew- 
er and character; but a man may have 


great 
schemes for the amelioration of man- 
kind. It is within the power of 
money to give peace instead of worry; 
health instead of disease: culture in- 
stead of ignorance; prosperity instead 
of adversity; comfort instead of dis- 
quietude, and plenty instead of 
penury. 

“When I refer to millionaire mon- 
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ne 
because a combination 
circumstances has made it possible 
for him to amass a fortune. There 
are many men who have become ml- 


humble, honest, liberal men, and have 
dispensed their large gifts to the bDies- 
sing of humanity about them. In 
consequence of this wise generosity 
there are hospitals and libraries, and 
churches, and schools all over this 
land which are the result of the dis- 
criminatory benefactions of wealthy 
men. ‘ 

“There are, however, men of vast 
means who have used their fortunes 
in selfish indulgence, and have ac- 
quired their great wealth by dishon- 
orable methoda, and have become in- 
creasingly close and penurious; and 
have labor; and 
have tragically indulged in excessive 
im moratities.
